A Powerful Ve*e«l. That Look* Like a 


Battleship — Can Carry Passengers ana 
Cargo and Could Plow a War Into the 
Arctic S«ra— It Convoys Merchantmen, 


At Xewcastle-on-Tyne, England, 


there has been launched the pioneer 
ship of pelagic ice-breakers. 
The em- 


ployment of large ice breakers had 
been confined to the great lakes of 
Canada until the direction of the Si- 
beriaa railroad ordered a powerful 
vessel of this class, which is being 
built on the shores of Lake Baikal, 
in Siberia. 


Admiral Marakoff drew the atten- 


tion of the Russian government to the 
experience gained in those inland 
seas, and induced it to place an order 
for au 
oceaii -going vessel larger, 


heavier aud more powerful than auy 
ice breaker yet built. The work which 
she is to undertake is much more am- 
bitious 
than 
anything 
that 
has 


hitherto beeu considered practicable, 
and it is held by many men of expe- 
rience in navigation ausid frozen wa- 
ters that there will be uo great iliili- 
O 
cany iu keeping opeu mauy, ii not 
all, of the pimcipal trade routes of the 
world which now are impassable every 
winter. The ice-breaking ferry steam- 
ers of the Canadian lakes succeed iu 


; maintaining practically unbroken con- 
nection between their stations through 
ice four feet in thickness, and they 
are often called upon to face what are 
| actually kuown as windrows, when 
' the drift ice has beeu piied up by ', 
the effect of the wind to a height of

The dimensions aad appearance of 


the ve.ssel would suggest a battleship 
were it not that the bow is cut away 
aud forms an exceedingly long over- 
hang which serves the double purpose 
of breaking the ice with which it 
comes in contact by concentrating the 
"vis viva" of the vessel and of pro- 
tecting the forward propeller. The 
earlier ice breakers were designed on 
the principle of breaking down the 
ice by brute force. The cutaway bow 
enables the vessel to be run partially 
up on to the ice, and if the weight 
thus applied was not sufficient to 
break the ice, the icebreaker went 
astern until she came off ard tried 
again. The principle upon which the 
new vessel attacks the ice is also brute 
force, but it is augmented by science. 
The forward propeller, by disturbing 
the water under the ice, deprives it 
of its support and then renders it a 
comparatively easy task fur the heavy 
vessel to break through it. 


The principal dimensions of the 


ship are: Length, 305 feet; breadth, 
71 feet, and depth, 42 feet 6 inches. 
When fully loaded the draft will be 25 
feet and the corresponding displace- 
ment about 8000 tons. The propel- 
ling machinery has been divided into 
four sets, of which three sets are aft, 
each driving its own propeller, and 
one set forward. The combined power 
of these four sets of machinery will 
be 10,000 horses. There is accommo- 
dation for thirty first-class passen- 
gers, ten secoud-class and fifty third- 
class passengers, besides that for the 
captain, officers, engineers and crew 
of the vessel. There is ample capacity 
for cargo, so that the vessel, in addi- 
tion to convoying merchant vessels 
through the ice, is capable of carry- 
ing a heavy cargo herself. The stern 
of the ice breaker is cut to form a re- 
cess, into which the stern of another 
vessel can be securely lashed and thus 
obtain the utmost protection from her 
powerful consort.

j having the assistance of a second ves-

ity. 


The hull is divided into ao less than

Wa- 
ter-light bulkheads are, of course, 
commonly talked of, bnt no water- 
tight bulkheads have been subjected 
to such severe tests as those in this ves- 
sel. Every compartment has been filled 
with water and put under a pressure 
due to a column of water extending to 
the upper deck. In the case of the 
large compartments, such as the en- 
gine and boiler rooms, this repieseut- 
ed a very serious operation, as the 
capacitv of each boiler room is nearly 
2000 tons.
